Who Should Elect Presidents? 


TUP I'S Constitution provides that the 


President and \ u-o president shall be named 
h\ electors chosen 
w i t h i n each state 
The 


number of electors from each state is equal to 
the total of the state's representation in Con- 
gress.

Originally the electors were choson by 


state legislatures but this practice was 
soon abandoned in favor of popular elec- 
tion. Kramers of the constitution expected 
that each elector would exercise his own 
Judgment in casting his vote.

This, with rare exceptions, has not hap- 


pened. Since the presidential and \ice presi- 
dential candidates ha\e come to be nominated 
by political parties, electors are chosen with 
a pledge to vote fore iiieir party's candidates.

tuallv needs no reviewing For 
many veurs 


the electoral college has been out of date and 
many believe that the laws governing the elec- 
tion of the president and v i c e president 
should be revised 


The American Bar Association appointed 


a commission on electoral college reform. 
This commission has turned in a report call- 
ing for the abolition of the electoral college 
and direct popular election of the President. 


This jells with the one man, one vote 


theory which is prevailing in the election of 
state legislatures. It will undoubtedly have ap- 
peal to many who feel they repeatedly lose 
their vote. 


Presidents have been elected to the high- 


est office in the land while losing the popular 
vote—Rutherford Hayes and Benjamin Har- 
rison.

The Founding Fathers did not carry 


the one man, one vote theory to the ulti- 
mate, as it gsne area consideration in the 
t'.S. Senate where every state is equally 
represented regardless of size.

Some thoughtful study is necessary befora 


the ABA report is given approval. With the 
concentration of population on both coasts, the 
great midlands of the United States could be 
practically disfranchised to the detriment of 
the entire country. Here is to be found some 
of the greatest natural wealth and a stability 
from political extremes. 


It would be possible to protect the minor- 


ity voter, and al.so to diminish the possibility 
ol the minority blocs being the swing foi-c» in 
big states, by changing the state pattern of 
the winner takes all. 


The two electors representing the senatori- 


al apportionment could go to the winner with 
each congressional district allowed the right 
to cast its vote for the candidates receiving 
the majority in that district.

"authorized" account. It is a book commis- 
sioned by Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy and Sen. 
Robert Kennedy who retained the right to edit 
the manuscript before publication and exer- 
cised that right. Manchester was selected by 
the Kennedys after two other writers reported- 
ly had rejected the undertaking because they 
believed the conditions imposed would impair 
their independence.

A Classic 'Smear' 


By WILLIAM S. WHITE 


Washington—'Now that the Kennedy fam- 


ily-sponsored book on the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy is at last appear- 
ing in reasonably responsible form—in type 
at any rate, rather than in selected and anony- 
mous leaks — some conclu- 
sions can be drawn. 


The book so long heralded 


as "beautiful" a n d "sensi- 
tive" and a major work of 
American literature turns out 
to be a pedestrian, if incom- 
parably savage, exercise by 
author William Manchester in 
the sort of yellow journalism* 
that was a great social prob- 
lem 50 years ago. 


The first instalment, as it appears in Look 


magazine, is presented as a sanitized version 
of the original manuscript. It is said that agents 
of the Kennedy family made s-ome belated de- 
letions of censorship at the request of Mrs. 
Kennedy, who had complained of "inaccurate 
and unfair" passages. If this is the laundered 
version, then the original must, as the saying 
goes, be something to see—as, of course 
it 


will be seen all over the world where more-or- 
less bootleg publishers are preparing to rake 
up the muck and rake in the money.

The principal victim of instalment No. 1 is 


not L y n d o n B. Johnson, though Manchester 
does take preliminary cuts at the President. 
Rather it is Dallas, the scene of the tragedy. 
Manchester levels at the entire city an emo- 
tionalized indictment; it is a place seething 
with "Presidential hate" with a "history of po- 
litical violence." »

The factual basis for this, so far as there 


may be one, rests upon two incidents. In the 
first of these, about two dozen rightwing ex- 
tieniists—in a city of three quarters of a mil- 
lion people—jeered and jostled the Lyndon 
Johnsons in a Dallas hotel in the 1960 presi- 
dential campaign. In the second, a handful of 
hysterical women spat at the late Adlai Stev- 
enson. 


There is nothing new on this. Though the 


assassin of President Kennedy, Lee Oswald, 
v\as neither a Texan nor a right-winger but in 
established fact a Marxist indoctrinated both 
in Moscow and Castro Cuba the more extreme 
among the Kennedy cultists have long sought 
to embed in folklore the idea that some ultra- 
conservative "climate" in Dallas .was anyhow 
responsible for this ghastly tragedy.

Clnssic 'Smear* 


His treatment of President Johnson is in 


several instances a classic use of the smear 
term. For one illustration. President Kennedy's 
casual associates in Texas are presented, and 
rightly so, as decent people. As to President 
Johnson, however, those around him become 
"members of his tong." A long, of course, is a 
Chinese gang and, in common usage, a crimi- 
nal gang as well. 


This is not so mirch a book as a bitter as- 


sault upon Texans who had always supported 
President Kennedy as well as those who had 
opposed him: upon a whole city which had the 
sad lot to form the unwitting locale of a left- 
winger's brutal act of murder; and upon a 
man who succeeded to the heavy obligations 
of the presidency in a somber hour for all this 
nation's people. 


No such huckstered irresponsibility toward 


a S'tting President of the t'nited States and 
toward the position of this country abroad has 
boon seen before in all the long story of politi-

Sorensen 
repeatedly 


cited opportunities offered in 
Nebraska to its younger pop- 
ulation.

braska's youngest lieutenant 
governor in 1964 in his first 
bid for elective office.

D e m o c r a t i c gubernatorial 
primary contest, then lost to 
Republican Norbert T. Tie- 
mann in the Nov. 8 balloting. 


Sorensen's father, the late 


C. A. Sorensen, was a Repub- 
lican attorney general of Ne- 
braska from 1929 to 1933. The 
family has a steep political 
tradition, with ties to the late 
liberal Sen. George Norris of 
McCook.
